ANZACS TAKE

Capture 33 Germans and 317 
Turks—British Brigade 
Falls Back 


LONDON, May 2.—The official 
statement dealing with military ope- 
rations in Palestine, issued today by 
the war office, reads: 

“On Wednesday morning, while our 
infantry moved to attack the enemy 
in the foothills south and southeast 
of Es Salt, Australfan mounted troops 
entered Es Salt, capturing 33 Ger- 
mans and 817 Turkish prisoners. 

“In the course of these operations a 
mounted British brigade, debouched to 
watch the Jordan crossings, was at- 
tacked by a superior force of the ene- 
my, Which had crossed the river dur- 
ing the night, and was compelled to 
fall back. Horse artillery batteries 
supporting this brigade, in the most 
difficult and broken country, were 
obliged to abandon nine guns which 
could not be eaved, althoush the de- 
tachments and horses were safely 
withdrawn. Necessary support for 
this detached brigade was immedi- 
ately forthcoming and the operations 
are continuing.

“A man, whom I afterward learned 
was James Wullace, Savannah, lifted 
the baby from my arms, When I re- 
gained consciousness I found myself 
in the lifeboat covered with a piece of 
canvas which I wrapped around the 
baby. After that Wallace rescued one 
marine and a civilian, 
negro deserves a hero's medal, We 
were in the lifsvoat for two hours be- 
fore we were picked up by the crew 
of the French cruiser.”

At Olds Demonstration Farm sTApRT MONDAY 


Splendid Success Attends Efforts to Make Unproductive Area Prof- | 
itable—Development Work Conducted Along Lines of the Se! 


dinary Farm. 


| 


Problems confronting a man who 
undertakes to create a farm out of a 
half section of solid bush land are 
many and varied, but the possibilities 
of accomplishing this and making use- 
less land into profitable, well tilled 
soll are shown nowhere better than at 
the Olds Demonstration farm. In 
1912 the provincial government de- 
cided on the plan of having these 
demonstration farms in the different 
districts of the province, and Olds was 
chosen as one point. In order to get 
land that was close to the station and 
the town, the present site was bought 
and at that time it looked anything 
but a “site,” as is meant by the real 
estate dealer, But the good soil was 
there, and once it was cleared of the 
willow brush with which it was cover- 
ed to the height of ‘ten or twelve feet) 
this fact was well established. 

There was considerable low land in 
the lot, and the draining of this has 
proved one of the problems, It is in 
fairly satisfactory condition now, how- 
ever, 


That first year the bush was all 
cleaned off, and animals were bought 
for the stocking of the farm. Fifteen 
purebred Ayreshires were bought that 
year and the pigs and ‘horses were 
bought around the surrounding coun- 
try. 

The following year the whole place 
was broken and most of the necessary 
machinery was put in. The Ayreshires 
were not found especially popular in 
thie district, so were transferred dur- | 
ing that second year to Claresholm | 
and the Holsteins were installed. It! 
is from these Holsteins that the pres- 
ent stock has been developed. It was 
that year also that the Shropshire 
sheep were put in and it is their pro- 
geny that is now on the place. 

Yorkshires were installed there in 
the first place, but, as in other lines, 
the wish of the people of the district 
was considered in changing to Berk- 
chires, 

Is on Lines of Ordinary Farm 

The general purpose of the farm 
would seem to be a graduai develop- 
ment along the regular lines of the 
ordinary farm, With the exception of 
the first year or two, when a big gang 
was put in to clear, break and put up 


the buildings, the development has 
since then been the logical working) 
out of the ordinary farm problems. 
The stock has been bred up, and one 
of the chief uses of the farm has been 
its ability to supply tho farmers of the 
surrounding districts with young ani- 
mals of good breeding and condition. 

Saying that the farm has developed 
along the ordinary way is scarcely 
true, when one considers that on it) 
have been thrust all the burdens of 
trying out all new sorts of crop rota- 
tions, combinations, etc. The name 
might more properly be experimental 
than demonstration, for a great deal 
of experimental work is done, Popu- 
lar breeds of anfmals are used, ae it 
is the policy of the department not to 
force»the people into the use of cer- 
tain breeds, but to provide them with 
strong types of the breeds they want. 
In the matter of feeds, etc., there is a 
good deal of educational work going 
on, For instance, at Olds the silo was 
one of the firet used in that district 
and many experiments have been 
made in the combinations that were 
used for the filling.

Some of these ewes, 
were imported from Scotland and are | 
of the best stock obtainable. 

For cattle, both Shorthorns and 
Holteins are kept at Olds. Most of 
the Shorthorns are young cattle, a big! 
majority of them a dark red. They 
show good breeding, size and type.| 
The black and white cattle are in good | 
condition also, and a good percentage 
of them are in milk now. There are} 
several good looking calves being 
raised at the farm also, both the 
Shorthorns and the Holsteins.

The Holsteins are kept at this farm} 
especially for their benefit to the stu-| 
dents at the agriculural school. There| 
the milk is used for testing, separat- | 
ing, churning, cheese-making, grad- 
ing, etc. There is also a certain 
amount of milk used for the families 
on the farm. 

Many Steers Fed | 

In addition to the regular stock on 
the farm a number of steers have been | 
fed each winter. Starting with 100 
the first winter, there have been in all} 
some 700 steers fed at the Olds farm 
since it was started. They usually buy 
in November and feed until April. 
This year only one carload was bought | 
but the price they brought in the 
spring was 12%c, weighed at Olds.| 
This is practically a record price. The} 
animals put on about 300 pounds each 
during the winter. They were mostly | 
grade Shorthorns, Hereford and An-| 
gus. Fed on cut green sheaves, chop) 
and wild hay, this would seem a prof- 
itable investment, and has proved 60 
to the farm management. 

In spite of the feeding of these 
steers, as well as the regular stock of! 
the farm, there is plenty of feed still 
at the farm. The silo, which was} 
filled with cut green oats with a little 
peas added, is still nearly half full. 

There are eighteen head of horses,

Columbia has suffered such ex- 
ploitation of credit that the bor- 
rowing of money except to pay its 
debts may be assumed to be a sub- 
ject of too remote consideration 
to excite attention in that quar- 
ter. Manitoba is governed in 
in everything but name by the Do- 
minion ministers, and no curtail- 
nent of provincial powers, what- 
ever the consequences, could be ex- 
pected to bring protest from that 
direction. The other two, Prince 
Edward Island and New Bruns- 
wick, are old provinces, in which 
the opportunity for new business 
enterprise is not great, and in 
which the public needs, as meas- 
ured by public undertakings, are 
not large. To them the question 
of being allowed or not allowed to 
issue provincial securities or to 
authorise companies to sell stock 
for investment purposes is prob- 
ably of academic rather than prac- 
tical inserest.

The Budget. 

The war and waste have com- 
bined to bring the threatened 
‘billion dollar budget.’’ Parlia- 
ment is being asked to authorize 
expenditures amounting to 980 
millions during the coming year. 
This does not include the cost of 
railway equipment which the Gov- 
ernment propose to buy and to 
loan or re-sell to companies, to the 
value of fifty millions; this bring- 
jing the total amount to be raised 
and spent in the twelve-month up 
to a billion and thirty millions, 
or $128 per head of popu- 
lation. Seven hundred millions 
are to be collected from the 
people by taxes, amounting to an 
average levy of eight-seven dol- 
lars per head for each man, woman 
and child. The other three hun- 
dred and thirty millions are to be 
raised, also in Canada, by loans 
and the sale of railway equipment 
bonds, amounting to an average of 
forty-one dollars per head,

business profits tax is being ex- 
tended to apply to concerns hav- 
ing a capital of #25,000 or more.
